& special meeting of teamsters Satur- 
day night at Corcoran’s hall, Forty-seventh 
street and Princeton avenue. It is admitted 
freely that the chief work to be taken up at 
this meeting will be plans for throwing out 
picket lines and for housing pickets imme- 
diately upon the opening of hostilities. 

Aided by “Anti-Shea” Union. 

The teamsters were further encouraged by 
an announcement that the United Teamsters 
of America, the anti-Shea union, will do 
everything in its power to support the stock- 
yards men. With this decision on the par: 
of the rump union, what was believed to be 
one of the Geadliest weapons in the hands of 
the packers has been removed. It was ex- 
pected by the packers that factional dif- 
ferences between the rival organizations 
could be used to break a possible strike. 

Information also was received by the 
teamsters that three smaller unions, embra o- 
ing a membership of 700 men, would take 
this opportunity of settling their differences 
with the packers, and that they would walk 
out Monday morning with the teamsters, 
These organizations are:

Strike of Key Men Inevitable, 


From all appearances a strike of telegraph- 
ers against the Western Union Telegraph 
company is inevitable, unless the men back 
down or some unforeseen influence intervenes 
which can prevent it. The strike also will 
involve the Postal Telegraph company 
against which the telegraphers also have 
grievances. 

The telegraphers are clamoring fora strike 
es they resent the attitude of officials of 
the company in ignoring all appeals for a 
conference with a committee of the union. 
The company, they say, snubbed the Civic 
federation’s efforts to bring about a confer- 
ence. The federation has met with no bet- 
ter success at the hands of officials of the 
Postal company. 

President S. J. Small of the Commercial 
Telegraphers’ Union of America, after a con- 
ference in New York with the general execu- 
tive committee which voted to order a gen- 
eral strike assessment, thought the situa- 
tion so serious that he sent the following 
telegram to the Chicago headquarters and to 
the presidents of 180 subordinate branches: 

Situation may bring trouble with one or more 
companies. Get ready to meet genera] assessment. 
Put local in touch immediately with labor men and 
others who can be useful, morally and financially. 

Not only the Chicago union but those in San 
Francisco, Houston, and elsewhere sent re- 
plies urging immediate action by the general 
officers. 

Late in the evening the national officers 
met President Small and he issued the follow- 
iag statement: 

IT have felt all along that we could adjust 
our grievances with the two telegraph com- 
panies without serious trouble. I am not so 
sure of it now. In the case of the Western 
Union the only response to the efforts of the 
Civic federation was from Jacob Schiff, who 
informed the federation people they were 
interfering in a matter where their services 
were not wanted.“ 


Victim of Big Strike Dies. 


Frank Hartman, 50 years old, 306 Belmont 
avenue, died in the forenoon from injuries 
believed to have been due to a bullet wound 
received in the teamsters’ strike of two years 
ago. Hartman was shot by a special police- 
man, who fired into a crowd of union men. 


Promotion Leads to Strike. 

An alleged violation of the rule of seniority 
in the promotion of a clerk in the freigvt 
office of the Chicago, Rock Island and Pa- 
cific railroad at Blue Island resulted in a 
strike of 100 freight handlers which lasted 
for two hours. The men struck when the lo- 
cal agent refused to meet the union's griev- 
ance committee. Later he took the matter 
up with the committee, and the union men 
temporarily returned to work. 

Continued and insistent demands ot union 
labor are given as reasons for closing the 
immense plant of the Chicago Shipbuilders’ 
company at South, Chicago. The plant has 
been shut down almost four months because 
of a strike of bollermakers. A 600 foot steel

Mr. Merinbaum locked thoughtful and 
mentiéned the necessity of obtaining a po- 
lice report on Mike. He added that, if Mra 
Fiaherty would come down in the morning, 
he thought Mr. Flaherty might be released. 

“Then nelther of us will be there when 
Terence is confirmed,” she exclaimed. 
Think n, man. That won't do.“

MAGAZINE’S LITERARY SCOOP - 
TURNS OUT TO BE A LEMON, 


Century’s “Hitherto Unpublished” Let- 
ter of Victor Hugo Found in Many 
Editions of “Les Miserables.” 


New York, June 13.—[Special.]—In the cur- 
rent number of the Century magazine is pub- 
lished a letter of Victor Hugo in which the 
author describes his purpose in writing Les 
Miserables.“ Am introductory editorial para- 
graph says that it is believed to be an un- 
published letter.” 

Almost immediately the Century began to 
hear from old subscribers,“ constant read- 
ers, and the rest that the Victor Hugo letter 

was published quite generally as an addendum 
to Les Miserables. Many reprints at pres- 
ent in circulation inthis country contain it. 
One of the editors of the Century today said: 
“ The letter was sent to us by a friend of the 
Countess Rozwadowska, whose husband was 
formerly Italian consul at Chicago. The 
‘countess found it among the papers of her 
father, Count Pepe, who died some years ago. 
We had a search made of the volumes of 
Hugo's correspondence in the Astor library 
and the man we assigned to the task reported 
the letter could not be found. We also sub- 
mitted the letter toa Hugo expert and he pro- 
nounced it genuine, so we thought ourselves 
safe in publishing it.“ 


MAN’S ASHES MADE INTO BRICK; 
PLANS FOR A UNIQUE BURIAL. 


Traveling Man of Pittsburg Who Com- 
mitted Suicide at Boston Left In- 
structions as to His Funeral. 


Boston, Mass., June 13.—[Special.]—For 
the first time in the history of the world, itis 
believed, the ashes of a man who had been 
cremated, were mixed with cement and made 
into a brick in this city today. The ashes 
were those of Herman Unger, a traveling man 
of Pittsburg, Pa., who committed suicice in a 
Boston hotel May 30. 

Unger was a Jew, and the brick which now 
contains all that was left of his mortal re- 
mains after passing through the crematory at 
Forest Hill. will be buried in a Jewish ceme- 
tery~if Unger’s secret society friends can 
find one which will accept the brick. So far 
the authorities of the Jewish cemeteries about 
Boston have shown: a disinclination to receive 
the human brick. 

Unger had had much trouble in his lifetime 
and had bebome moody and despondent. He 
is said to have entertained the belief that 
after death a man who is buried in the ground 
in the regular way turned inte a tres 


dent Roosevelt spoiled Georgia day at the 
Jamestown exposition for a lot of Georgiens 
who were invited to attend for the purpose 
of delivering speeches, by crying whenever 
an orator was about to be introduced, “ Cut 
it short.” or Cut it out.“ 

The president kept up this cut it out cry, 
according to Gov. Terrell and others whe 
were present, during the entire day, and in 
consequence many Georgians have returned 
with their great orations still fermenting in 
an undelivered state. 

President Roosevelt, according to Gov. 
Terrell, was in a peculiarly strenuous humor 
when he reached the exposition grounds. The 
president seemed to be imbued with the idea 
that if he himself delivered the two speeches 
he was down for there would be no need for 
anybody else to speak. 


“Windy” Mitchell Nipped in Bud. 

When Commissioner Mitchell of the Georgia 
commission, known as Windy in Atlanta, 
rose to introduce Mr. Roosevelt, the latter in 
a shrill whisper sald. O, cut it out,“ and 
that whisper took the wind out of Mitchell. 

Gov. Terrell himself fared no better, for 
he encountered the presidential “Cut it 
short,“ and reduced his speech to two brief 
paragraphs. Gov. Terrell laughs over the 
incident, but there are some of the Georgians 
who are not happy. Among these is John 
Temple Graves, whose specialty is delivering 
himself of rounded periods, and no man rel- 
ishes having his speclaky banned by a stri- 
dent Cut it short.” 

Others of the aggrieved are numerous 
Georgia mayors, who have been working on 
their orations ever since they were invited to 
attend Georgia day. All of them returned 
with their speeches undelivered, and there is 
so much compressed hot alr in Georgia cities 
just at present that explosions are feared. 

The consensus of opinion among the 
Georgians invited to speak at Jamestown is 
that Roosevelt doesn’t want to hear anybody 
talk save himself. 


First Day at Oyster Bay Quiet. 

Oyster Bay. N. T., June 18.—President 
Roosevelt spent the first day of his vacation 
without indulging in any of his favorite occu- 
pations for recreation and exercise. He did 
not go for his customary morning horseback 
ride, he did not exercise with the ax ät the 
Sagamore hill woodpile; he did not take a 
row in Oyster bay. Aside from the thres 
hours he was occupied with Secre Loeb 
in tho dispatch of official business, he spent 
the whole day in arranging the household 
belongings which were brought from the 
White house. 

The executive offices today received a call 
from the woman in blue,” understood to be 
Mrs. Lufy Lee of Brooklyn. The “ woman 
in blue” received considerable notoriety two 
years ago. Mrs. Lee arrived on a late train. 
She at once made a thorough inspection of 
the water front and then went to the execu- 
tive offices. She contented herself by in- 

quiring after the health of all her friends 
and leaving her complimente to the secret 
service corps.

There he broke down. His lips quivered, 
his voice trembled and failed, and tears filled 
his eyes. He ceased the attempt to speak 
and for a moment covered his face with his 
handkerchief. But almost immediately he 
recovered his composure, faced Richardson 
again with his old self-possession, and went 
on through to the end of the ordeal unshaken.

He has 
been at all times singularly free from any at- 
tempt at the dramatic in his recital. Only 
once or twice in all the eight days he has been 
on the stand did his story reach that quality, 
and that was when the incidents related were 
of such character that no telling could rob 
them of it. 
‘Horrible as the story was intrinsically, he 
told it always simply, plainly, etriving evi- 
dently only to express the truth as he saw it, 
and never working for effect. A man of 
strong nerve mentality, he is uneducated and 
unskilled in the use of language. He realized 
that and clearly counted it as a handicap in 
his cross examination, where he was matched 
against a learned lawyer practiced in the art 
of making and springing word traps. 
He watched himself, therefore, and the 
lawyer as well, with anxious, constant care. 
It was no part of his purpose to be smart or 
captious in his replies to the questions Rich- 
ards6n fired at him with machine gun like 
rapidity. 


Orchard’s Sincerity Beyorid Doubt. 
Such an idea as making a joke never en- 
tered? his mind. He was atert and attentive 
always to-understand exactly what was 
asked of him and to answer it- with the lit- 
eral and pften mechanical exactness which 
met his comprekension ot the truth. The re- 
sult was to make him appear at times trivial, 
captious, or smart and: a few times to pro-

But there was never a laugh’ in it for Or- 
chard. It was the most serious business he 
had ever undertaken in his life, and he replied 
to the most unimportant and purpose less 
questions with the sanie sincerity that he 
2 to the most vital. 

story ‘created’ a profound impression 
here. It has been heard and he — been 
watehed wate b> as it uy many. men of 
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part of the people who flocked to the court- 
room this morning that they would have 
any such experience as they did. sauachard- 
son had brought the story down to the ac- 
tual murder of Gov. Steunenberg at the close 
of the day yesterday, however, and there 
was a general expectation that when he went 
into the details of that crime this morning 
he would bring out matters of greater in- 
terest than has been developed for some 
time.

Mrs. Sadie Swan, who as 
Miss Sadie Bell was a maid in the Bradley 
home; Oliver Crook, the milkman, who sold 
the milk that was poisoned: and P. L. Me- 
Creary, the chemist, who analyzed the pol- 
poned milk, were examined and carried the 
revolting tale from the discovery, because 
of its bitterness, that the milk was pojsoned 
to the analysis that showed from forty to 
sixty grains of strychnine in a quart of it.

BLIND MAN SEEMS WINNER 
IN OKLAHOMA SENATE RACE. 


Thomas P. Gore, Former Mississippian, 
Sightless Since He Was a Lad, Often 
Aspired for Honors. 


Oklahoma City, Okla., June 13.—[Spectal.] 
Thomas P. Gore, who appears to have been 
named for United States senator from the 
new state, has been blind since he was 11 
years old, when he accidentally shot his right 
eye out with an arrow gun. At that time he 
was a page in the Mississippi senate. Three 
years beforea blow destroyed the sight of his 
left eye. 

Gore has won laurels in politics and law. 
He was a page at 11, nominee for the legis- 
lature at 19, populist elector at large in Mis- 
sissippi three years later, and unanimously 
selected in 1000 as congressional standard 
bearer by the same party in Texas. 

But always he was defeated. He never has 
held office since his pageship. 


ARMY IS TOO SMALL, TAFT SAYS. 


Secretary of War in Speech at Minne- 
apolis Makes Plea for Stronger 
Land Force. 


Minneapolis, Minn., June 13.—4A note of 
warning to the country because of the in- 
adequacy of the land forces of the United 
States was sounded here tonight by Secre- 
tary of War Taft in a speech before the 
Minneapolis club. The secretary said that 
while the present army was capable, the fact 
that. there were only 27,000 men actually 
under arms showed its weakness at a glance. 
As compared with the navy, he said, it is 
deplorably weak. He explained he didn't want 
to minimize the importance of the navy, 
but the country’s real strength naturally lay 
in its land forces. He called attention to the 
fact that the fortifications on either coast 
were onlyfhalf-manned, and that one of the 
greatest needs of the army, in addition to 
more men, was in a large addition to its 


officers.

G1RL'S DEATH A WARNING. 
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‘FATHER TELLS CHILDREN DAN- 
GERS OF JUMPING ROPE. 


Cleveland Man, Over Body of Daugh- 
ter, Recites Over and Over Again 
Story of Her Iliness and Its Fatal 
Termination—Hundreds of Child’s 
Schoolmates Hear Sermon and 
Many Forswear Exercise—Disease 
Followed Jarring of Bones. 


Cleveland, O., June 13.—[Special.]—Stand- 
ing by the dead body of his 13 year old daugh- 
ter, Katherine, Lorenz Schmidt, head of the 
Lorain avenue bible mission, today warned 
hundreds of her echoolmates against jump- 
ing rope, which caused the girl's death. 

The funeral was held from the mission 
room and all day from 11:30 o'clock until 
nearly dark the father repeated the story of 
the child’s illness and death. Hundreds of 
children stopped at the room and many little 
girls promised never to jump rope again. 

Katherine died of a disease that affected 
the marrow of her bones. An operation was 
performed as a last resort. Eight weeks ago 
she first became ill. There was pain in her 
shoulder. Two weeks ago her whole righ 
shoulder and right arm above the elbow and 
the right leg from the knee Cown were af- 
fected. A consultation of physicians decided 
that the disease was in the marrow of the 
bones. It had spread until the bone itself 
was eaten, and in time would have spread all 
through her body. The disease was caused 
by bruising or jarring, such as might be 
sustained in jumping rope. 

Katherine loved to jump rope. I had 
feared she might hurt herself, and often had 
warned her against it.“ said her father. 


KIDNAPED BOY NOT FOUND; 
LYNCHING THREATS MADE. 


Raids by New Orleans Police in Hope 
of Clearing Up Lamana Mystery 
Fail of Results. 


New Orleans, La., June 13.—Walter La- 
mana was not found today, although in 
search for his kidnapers hundreds of Ital- 
lan homes were raided in New Orleans and 
surrounding towns. Bands of angry Ital- 
fans made many of these searches in the 
city tonight, until the police began making 
arrests as a precaution. The usual threats 
of lynching the kidnaper if he is caught have 
been made. 

Two raids organized by the police today 
failed of result. Harvey's canal, a few miles 
from the city, was practically under siege 
for several hours, while police and deputies 
searched about 200 Italian homes.

Donovan carried through many of the de- 
talls with Dougherty, and, according to War- 
den Simms of the penitentiary, has admitted 
his part in the affair. 

Tate first promised to do the job for $3,000, 
and on Oct. 20, after his release, advertised 
this fact through a personal in a Chicago 
paper which was properly interpreted by 
Donovan. When the other men were taken 
in $4,800 was demanded, and this was divided. 


Turned Scrip Over to “Employers.” 

Tate claims that taey received the combina- 
tion from a Peoria man, and that they blew 
the safe afterwards to avert suspicion. The 
forged scrip was turned over to the men who 
gave them the money on the night ot the 
robbery. 

A half dozen witnesses have already ap- 
peared before the grand jury and positively 
identified Tate as having been in Peoria 
on the day of the robbery.

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LAL “SLAVE” FINDS AIDS 


NEW WITNESSES TO TELL ABOUT 
MRS. BRENDECKE’S PRACTICES. 


Miss Celia Chaver, Who Was Indaced 
to Enter Woman’s Private Hospital 
at 270 West Adams Street, Will 
Testify That Dora Polatsaky Was 
Detained There as a Prisoner— 
Polish Priests Also Will Appear in 
Behalf of Plaintiff. 


New witnesses have been found who will 
be produced In Judge Chetlain’s court tomor- 
row to testify in regard to practices in the 
Woman's Private hospital at 279 West 
Adams street, in which Dora Polatsky said 
she was held a prisoner for nine months. 

One of these is Miss Cella Chaver, who was 
induced to enter Mrs. Brendecke's institution 
on the promise of getting a certificate asa 
graduate nurse within a short time. Miss 
Chaver. said the Polish girl told her story 
of suffering to her and asked advice as to how 
to get out of the place. Two other witnesses 
are sald to be Polish priests, whose ald was 
sought by the young mother. 


Priests Intercede in Vain. 

Attorney Saul C: Erbstein, who is repre- 
senting Miss Polatsky in her fight, said these 
priests tried to induce Mrs. Brendecke to 
let the girl go, but she promised to pay $15 
a week for Dora’s services, and kept her at 
the same old slavery. 

Dora said she first appealed for aid to the 
wife of a Polish policeman who was confined 
in the hospital; but that nothing came of the 
intercession and the policeman took no ac- 
tion. 

Chief. Postoffice Inspector Stuart said the 
mall addressed to private hospital, 279 
West Adams street, had been stopped May 
20 on an order from.Washington based on 
evidence gathered by Inspectors MacAfee 
and Sharon. The inspectors are said tohave 
letters written by Mrs. Brendecke under nu- 
merous aliases, in which she offered to per- 
form illegal operations. Papers carrying ad- 
vertisements of the institution also were 
parred from the mails. 


Known Under Various Names. 

Mrs. Brendecke displays the signs of Dr. 
Cara and Dr. Schwartz.“ She explained 
that she used the names because her maiden 
name was Czara and at one time she had 
been married to a man named Schwartz. She 
gaid she obtained a divorce from Dr. Bren- 
decke, the West Randolph street druggist 
and cocaine dealer, because she did not like 
his odious traffic. Her present name, she 
said, is Barbara Rickards. 

Mrs. Brendecke denied the charges of 
cruelty or slavery made by Dora Polatsky 
and the nurse, Mrs. Emma Young. She de- 
clared that she paid the Polish woman wages 
regularly and produced checks purporting to 
show the payment of several sums to Miss 
Polatsky.

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As END TO ‘MYSTERIES 


CORONER HOFFMAN PLANS EX- 
PERT AID IN ACCIDENT CASES. 


Absence of Cause in Wreck on C., B. 
and ad. Causes Official to Plan Way 
te Get Evidence—Police May Be 
Ordered to Report to Morgue—In- 
quest Shows Old Type of Engines 
Have Been Retired Since May 9 
Mishap. 


Re 


Mystified by the absence of explanation of 
a wreck on the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy railroad at Hamlin avenue May 9, a 
ceroner’s jury yesterday adopted the sugges- 
tioh of Coroner Hoffman and expressed its 
opinion that the police should notify the coro- 
ner’s office immediately after an accident. 
It was suggested that the chief of police 
issue an order to this effect. 

“This plan is of vital importance,“ said 
Coroner Hoffman, who himself conducted 
the inquest. ‘ As it is now, by the time I 
have impaneled a jury and got it out to the 
Armour plant explosion or the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy wreck the conditions may 
be changed. The police are there, of course, 
but they are too busy usually in looking out 
for the victims. They don't notice whether 
the rails are spread or there's a bowlder on 
the track. 

“If this suggestion is adopted I shall use 
it in codperation with an ordinance I have 
had introduced in the council providing for a 
board of mechanical experts, especially on 
boilers. Whenever there is an accident I 
shall get one of these experts and go out to 
the scene of the accident. Then there won't 
be so many of these unexplainable cases.“ 


Company Retires Engines. 

A point brought out in the inquest—in tho 
testimony of Joseph A. Connell, attorney for 
the railroad—which critics of the roaod con- 
sider significant is that all engines of the 
type involved in the wreck of May 9 have 
been retired from the suburban service since 
the wreck, although they had been in use 
for nineteen years previous, The company 
explained that the engines were retired be- 
cause of public clamor, which considered 
this type of engines unsafe. The engines 
are small, the tender attached to the loco- 
motive, with large driving wheels in front 
and few wheels in the rear, making them, in 
the opinion of some persons, poorly. balanced 
and liable to upset. 

This view, however, was not shared by 
the engineer of the locomotive which left 
the rails May 9. Still bedridden from seriods 
burns, he made his deposition to the coroner's 
deputy. 

1 consider that kind of engine safer than 
any other,“ he said. “If I had to go out on 
a run this afternoon I should choose it.” 

The deposed locomotives have not all been 
retired. One of them is being used now 
on the Aurora service, where, presumably, 
the public is not so clamorous as in the Chi- 
cago suburbs.

Meet Today to Decide 
on Action. 


Kansas City Judge Grants Tem- 
porary Injunction Against 
Enforcement of Law. 


A special meeting-of the attorneys for the 
Illinois railroads has been called for today 
to consider the possibility of 1. the 
2 cent passenger rate law in the rts. It 
becomes operative July 1, and injunction pro- 
ceedings will be the method of attack if it 
be decided practicable. 

Missouri has set the precedent in a plea 
by the railroads for an injunction against 
the enforcement of the 2 cent law and the 
maximum freight law. This will be heard 
by Judge McPherson at Kansas City this 
morning. These laws were to have gone 
into effect at midnight last night, but Judge 
McPherson yesterday granted an order re- 
straining the state officials from enforcing 
them until the merits of the injunction plea 
can be determined. 

Proceedings have been begun also in Min- 
nesota, where a 2 cent law is in effect, and 
tentative plans for action have been made 
by the railroads in lowa, Nebraska, and 
Arkansas. 


Affects Chicago Merchants. 

If the railroads win their injunction pro-. 
ceedings in Missour! it will leave the present 
passenger rate situation there just where 1“ 

is today—that is, the roads will continue to 
grant low rate excursidfis for conventions 
and merchants. The Missouri Pacific al- 
ready has made the announcement, and thi¢ 
would force the other roads to do the same. 

The merchants of Chicago are most inter - 
ested in the outcome, as they expected muca 
from the influx. of buyers and small mer- 
chants from the west and southwest during 
the late summer months, when they usually | 
purchased their fall and winter stocks. 


Grants Temporary Injunction. | 

Kansas City, Mo., June 18.—Upon the pet. 
tion ot Frank Hagerman, acting for the eight- 
een principal Missouri railroads, Judge Smith 
McPherson in the United States District 
court here this afternoon granted an order 
restraining the state officials from enforcing 
the maximum freight rate law and the,2 
cent passenger rate law until the court can 
decide upon the merits of the complainants’. 
previous plea for an injunction preventing 
the acts being put into effect. 

These go into effect at midnight tonight; 
and today’s order was asked and granted to 
protect the railroads between that hour and 
the time set for hearing the railroads’ plea 
for an injunction, which comes up here to- 
morrow morning befgre Judge McPherson.

PARIS, June 13.—The government today 
secured the adoption by the chamber of depu- 
ties of the firet clause of its bill intended 
to provide relief for the winegrowers. 

It also was announced that the disaffection 
of the troops had been exaggerated, and 
it was established that the strike of the 
municipalities in support of the winegrow- 
ers’. demands at present involved only about 
10 per cent of the disaffected area.

Will Keep Track of Wine.

o make an annual declaration at the mayor- 
alty of their commune of the acreage, culti- 
vation, and total quantity of wine produced 
and in stock, and whether it is intended for 
sale or otherwise. The government is of the 


formation it will be in a position to keep 
track of the wine from the grower to the 
déaler, and prevent watering or sugaring. 

The resolutions adopted last night by the 
central committee of the winegrowers to the

In his address the assistant state’s attorney 
called the attention of the jury to the simi- 
larity of the testimony of the three children 
and intimated that they had been coached. 

They stand up here and lie like Trojans,”’ 
he said. “ They say they never talked to 
any one about this case. They frequently 
visited their father in jail, more than twenty 
times, and John says they never once men- 
tioned the murder, the thing uppermost in the 
mind of every member ofthe family.

Of course children’s tastes and eg ger 
ments vary, and, while it is admi to let 
the child follow his own bent in reading as in 
other things, as far as possible, the office of 
thé parent is to discover that bent, and to 

or diréct it in such manner as best 
Will liberate the chüd' own powers. The 
éhild whose tion runs riot, and who 
dotes on fairy tales should be lured by pleas- 
ant devices into nature's study. A little 
mineralogy, some interesting theme in 
physical geography, volcanoes, for instaticé; 
& good biography of some epoch making 
man with its accompaniment of contém- 
poraneous historical facts, all these will at- 
tract hig attention to the real world about 
him, and counterbalance his interest in his 
dream world. 

A good encyclopedia no longer is re 
as & luxury; it is a necessity in every home. 
AS a storehouse of facts it ie a Valuable a- 
cessory to the family reading class as well 
as to the individual members of the house- 
hold, It should be conveniently placed, and 
the children early trained to refer to it the 
moment they need it; information acquired 
under such a stimulus of interest usualip is 
retained. It is a great mistake to make a 
list of subjects to be looked up some other 
time; a string of unrelated facts makes but 
a slight impression on the brain, and in ad- 
dition to this objection is another“ some 
other time is apt to be no time at all, and 
that particular list generally reaches the 
waste basket without being checked off. 

If it be true that the subconscious mind re- 
ceives and retains all impressions, then it 
sufely behooves us to read to our young chi 
dfen the best we can obtain for them. Tobe 
able to read aléud acceptably to others is an 
accomplishment all should endeavor to ac- 
quire, sinee it adds so much to the pleasure 
of home life. 

It may be well to sound a note of warning on 
the subject of reading aloud to young children 
just before their hour of retiring.
